Whereas, The said petitioner is de¬ 
sirous of having an expression from 
said board of supervisors as to its in- j 
tention in said matter; 

Now. therefore, be it Resolved: 

First—Thnt said board expressly 
limits its declaration of intention to« 
an expression to the effect thnt it will 
grant a franchise to said petitioner 
after a proper investigation of the same 
as to existing facts, practicability and 
legal phases involved. 

Second—That with proper safeguards 
In the premises, said board intends to 
grant to the said petitioner authority 
to construct a toll bridge at the loca¬ 
tion and of the length and breadth ro¬ 
ll nested. 

Third—This, however, is n declara¬ 
tion of intention only as to the grant¬ 
ing of a franchise, which franchise shall 
be subject to the conditions which said 
board may. after pro|»er legal advice 
anti investigation, deem necessary and 
proper for the protection of the rights 
of said county. 

He it further resolved that said boArd 
Is agreeable to have and recommend* 
jhM the district attorney may appoint 
f. committee of th-e« (4) miwinty* fr-4’u 
and of the county of San Mateo to a 1- 
vise with and assist the said district 
attorney in nil matters pertaining to 
said application and any ordinance or 
orders which may be passed by said 
board in pursuance of said application, 
the county, however, not to be liable for 
any compensation for such attorneys by 
virtue of sa id appoint men t In any event 
except by virtue of a written contract 
entered into by said board of super¬ 
visors and each of suid attorneys. 

He it further resolved that said peti¬ 
tion be regularly set for hearing before 
said board for the 22»l day of January. 
ij$23, at which time said board will meet 
Ip executive session with said peti¬ 
tioner, bis witnesses and his legal 
representatives.

Bids were opened for the installing 
of a water supply at the new county 
hospital A number of bids were re¬ 
ceived, tlie contract being awarded to 
M Murphy of Berkeley, his figure for 
a concrete tower and steel tanks be¬ 
ing $11,111.50. The county is to fur¬ 
nish necessary pipe. 

City Attorney Davis of Burlingame, 
in behalf of the city trustees of Bur¬ 
lingame. askeil authority to move one 
of Burlingame's south gates to a 
point on county property The re¬ 
quest was granted. 

Bids on the installation of kitchen 
equipment at the new hospital were 
opened, and the contract awarded to 
the Montague Stove and Range Com¬ 
pany, the figure being $5581.51.

of highways in the hay region. The Enterprise has called attention to the 
terrible danger to life at this point time and again. The supervisors have 
agreed it is a bad and dangerous place. A long list of deaths from collisions 
between autos and street cars on this stretch of highway attests its danger. 
Everybody agrees that it is dangerous—and nothing is done about it. What 
is needed to start action, another death or two? They are liable to occur 
any day and especially any night. 

All that is needed to eliminate the danger is a high curb or a fence. The 
street car tracks come to within two feet of the paving in places along this 
section of highway and both are exactly at a level. The consequence is that 
at night or in a fog any person is liable to drive directly on the track in 
front of a street car at any one of several curves. 

Furthermore, any rainy or foggy day when the pavement is wet, any 
machine is liable to skid off the pavement and on the track. Both these 
tilings have happened several times with loss of life and destruction of 
property following. And still nothing is done. 

If the street car company should build a fence, why not force it to do 
so without further delay? If the county should or even can build the safe¬ 
guard, why not do so and prevent further deaths? If the highway commis¬ 
sion should do it, why doesn’t it get busy? 

Probably in reply to this editorial The Enterprise will be informed that 
“something will be done soon" or “we're getting along with this matter as 
fast as possible," and we're going to say that we’re sick unto death with such 
remarks. Where a menace to life exists, why let red tape or the eumber- 
someness of political machinery stand in the way? At any day or any hour 
while street cars and autos pass over the track and highway at this point 
lives are in terrible danger. Whoever should pay the cost, the county super¬ 
visors can force the remedy. Then why don’t they do so?

Insurance losses throughout the United States cannot he lowered until 
this country linds a way of reducing the excessive number of fires, 95 per cent 
of which are due to carelessness, according to J. H. Sliiveley, secretary of the 
i**fr.surance Federation of Sail Francisco and a former state Insurance com¬ 
missioner for Washington. 

Mr. Sliiveley points out that every law passed to correct fire losses in the 
various state legislatures lias penalized the insurance companies instead of 
aiming at a reduction of fire risks. 

“To illustrate," said Mr. Sliiveley, “the state of California realizes more 
out of the underwriting profits of the Insurance companies than the com¬ 
panies do themselves, in the regulation of the companies. 

"We burn up nineteen times more property in the United States than they 
do in Furope and the cost of fire indemnity in this country is $4.50. as against 
35 cents in Europe.”

holder is responsible for these rates because of tile fire waste.

ORDINANCE NO. 118. 

All Ordinance of the City of South San 

Franclico Creating the Oftlce of Build¬ 
ing Inspector, Freecribing Hie Duties 

and Providing for the Issuance of ! 

Building Permits. 

The Board of Trustees of the City oi* 
t'outh San Francisco do ordain as fol 
lows: 

Section 1. There is hereby created the 
office of building inspector. 

Section 2. it shall be the duty of the 
building inspector to inspect all build¬ 
ings during tiie course of construction 
thereof and all alterations id', additions 
to and repairs upon all buildings daring 
tho time such alterations, additions at- 
repairs are being made. The building 
inspector shall see that all laws of tho 
Stale of t'alifornia and ordinances id’ 
the City of South San Francisco per¬ 
taining to the construction, alteration 
of. or addition to and repair of build¬ 
ings. excepting ordinances of said c’iiy 
of South San Francisco regulating Un¬ 
installation of plumbing and eloetrieal 
wires and fixtures, are strictly en¬ 
forced For this purpose said building 
inspector shall have free access at all 
reasonable hours to all buildings em¬ 
braced herein. 

Section :i. No person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion shall erect a building or slrueiuro 
of any kind, remodel or enlarge, add to 
or extend any building or structure 
already erected within the t’ity of 
South San Franoisoo without first ob 
tabling a permit therefor. Wtiere terri¬ 
tory within tlio tiro limits, as estab¬ 
lished by Ordinance No. 112 of said t'ity 
of Sou lit San Francisco, passed anil 
adopted on tlio Stli day of August, 1221. 
is involved, ttie permit shall tie ot> 
tained from tlie Hoard of Trustees of 
tlie City of South San Francisco. In all 
oilier rases the permit shall bo obtained 
from tho building inspector. 

Section 4, The application of snob 
permit shall stale tlie exact site to be 
occupied, tlie material, dimensions and 
estimated cost of tlie proposed building 
or structure. A copy of tlio plans for 
such work shall in- tiled with tin- build 
mov Inspector. Where repairs or altera¬ 
tions are to bo made to any existing 
structures, said Board of Trustees or 
building Inspector, as ttie case may lie, 
may permit ttie applicant to file a stair 
ment in writing setting forth what re¬ 
pairs or alterations or additions are 
contemplated, and describing tlie gen¬ 
eral character, nature and extent of the 
sa me. 

Section 5. Wtton tlie work of con-1 
struetion, reconstruction, alteration or 
repair, for which permission shall have 
been given, lias been completed in con¬ 
formity yvith law. ttie building till 
spector shall issue his certificate lo that 
effect. 

Fee Ron 6. Tlie building inspector 
shall keep a record of all building per¬ 
mits and certlhcales issued under this 
ordinance. 

Section 7. The building inspector 
shall receive for tils services a sum of 
money equal to Two Dollars ($2 not for
